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The experts examine research on children 


A unique gathering of North American 
leaders in applied research on children 
and families will take place during the 
week of March 17 on the UVic campus. 

The 11 researchers will spend two- 
and-a-half days in closed workshop 
sessions and participate in an open 
conference March 22 on ‘‘The Applica¬ 
tion of Research on Children and Fami¬ 
lies to the Practice of Professionals”. 

The workshop and conference are fun¬ 
ded primarily by a Strategic Confe¬ 
rences Grant from the Social Sciences 
and Humanities Research Council. 

“We are very pleased to have such a 
group of high-calibre researchers on 
campus,” says Dr. Alan Pence of UVic’s 
School of Child Care, organizer of the 
week’s activities. 

Dr. Michael Lamb of the University of 
Utah, an international authority on 
fathering and child development, will be 
joined by Canadian researchers Dr. 


Camil Bouchard of the University of 
Quebec at Montreal; Dr. Laura Johnson, 
program director of the Social Planning 
Council of Metropolitan Toronto; Dr. 
Donna Lero of the University of Guelph; 
Dr. Robert Glossop of the Vanier Insti¬ 
tute; Dr. Hillel Goelman, formerly of 
UVic and now at UBC; and Prof. James 
Anglin and Pence of UVic. Other distin¬ 
guished visitors from the United States 
include Dr. Moncrieff Cochran of Cor¬ 
nell University, Dr. Douglas Powell of 
Purdue University and Dr. Beverly 
Fagot of the University of Oregon. 

Lamb, author of more than 200 publi¬ 
cations in the past 10 years and a profes¬ 
sor of psychology, psychiatry and 
pediatrics, will be a Lansdowne visitor 
in the School of Child Care. 

He will give a free public lecture 
March 21 at 7:30 p.m. in Room A144 of 
the MacLaurin Building on “The Chan¬ 
ging Role of Fathers”. 


Eight of the researchers will give 
concurrent workshops at the March 22 
conference in Room 167 and other rooms 
of the Elliott Building. This conference, 
from 9:30 a.m. to 12:30 p.m., is free and 
should be of interest to faculty and stu¬ 
dents in Child Care, Nursing, Social 
Work and other departments. 

On the afternoon of March 22, works¬ 
hop leaders will be available for consul¬ 
tation with UVic faculty members. 

Pence said virtually all of the visitors 
participating in the week’s activities are 
active researchers with specific projects 
under way. 

Each of the participants will bring a 
paper on recent research and the closed 
workshops will focus on the methodolo¬ 
gies involved. 

“More generally, we will be studying 
the evolution of ecological research 
approaches,” explained Pence. “It has 
been almost 10 years since Urie Bronfen- 


brenner called for a new thrust in child 
and family research, one which he ter¬ 
med ecological. 

“Such research considers the interac¬ 
tions between the child and the family, 
and the family as part of the social sys¬ 
tem instead of concentrating on the 
child in isolation. 

“The group that will gather at UVic is 
experienced in ecological approaches to 
the study of children and families.” 

Pence said the workshop participants 
will look closely at approaches to ecolo¬ 
gical methodologies and instrumenta¬ 
tion and attempt to define future 
directions for ecological work in 
Canada. 

“It is unusual to have such a gathe¬ 
ring of people from a number of disci¬ 
plines to discuss in detail the 
methodology of their research,” said 
Pence. “We are hoping for a publication 
based on the discussions generated 
during these intensive workshops.” 


President’s Club takes off 

The President’s Club has generated a strong response on campus 
and the greater community with membership now at 75 and growing. 

The Club was established late in 1985 to honor outstanding donors to 
UVic and to encourage others to become major supporters of the 
university. 

“We are very pleased with the response to date and we are continuing 
our campaign for members,” said^UVic President Dr. Howard Petch this 
week. 

For Fetch, the Club’s successful beginning is another example of the 
dramatic increase recently in donations from private citizens to the 
university. 

“In all the time I have been involved with universities, I have never 
seen such willingness and interest to support the universities,” said 
Fetch. “It used to be largely corporate sponsors but now we are getting 
great support from individuals. 

“It’s just amazing. People have become aware of how much the 
universities are hurting and how much the students are hurting and they 
want to help.” 

Each year donors and recipients of major scholarships and awards are 
invited to an Awards Ceremony in University Centre, but Fetch felt “we 
needed to do a little bit more to honor those who provide outstanding 
support to the university. We also want to encourage others to become 
major donors. The President’s Club, hopefully, serves both purposes.” 

Donors to the Club can direct their money to a variety of uses, fropi 
funding for bursaries, scholarships and fellowships to funding for new 
lab and classroom equipment, library materials or the endowment of 
chairs. Donors can suggest other ways for funds to be used. 

Through the Club, a president’s discretionary fund is being establis¬ 
hed to support new ideas, initiatives and developments in teaching, 
research and scholarship in all areas of the university. 

Donors have the option of becoming a Club member for a year with a 
donation of $1,000 or more, a benefactor for a year with a donation of 
$5,000 or more or a patron and lifetime member with a donation of 
$15,000 or a deferred gift of $25,000. Those who become members before 
the end of 1986 will be designated as Founding Members. 

Donors and their spouses are eligible for library, seminar room and 
meeting room privileges, complimentary parking and passes for athletic 
and recreational events. They are eligible for membership in the Faculty 
Club. They will receive The President's Newsletter and be invited to an 
annual dinner.

Ministers attend 


The Business and Industry Develop¬ 
ment Centre (BIDC) at UVic is “the best 
concept of its kind in Canada today”, 
according to a senior administrator with 
the provincial government. 

Dr. Alan Cornford, Assistant Deputy 
Minister of Science, was speaking at the 
official opening of BIDC at UVic, an 
event that attracted more than 100 peo¬ 
ple including two B.C. cabinet ministers, 
Russell Fraser, Minister of Post- 
Secondary Education, and Robert 
McClelland, Minister of Industry and 
Small Business Development. 

Cornford said the BIDC office at UVic 
provides an impressive network of ser¬ 
vices. “Through this office, UVic will 
become a leader in entrepreneurship and 
job creation,” said Cornford. 

Two offices have been established 
under the auspices of the BIDC to stimu¬ 
late entrepreneurial activity and indus¬ 
trial development in the Greater 
Victoria area. The Centre’s Enterprise 
Development Office will provide advice, 
information and business education pro¬ 
grams to present and future business 
owners. The University-Industry Liai¬ 
son Office will provide technical support 
for industry, facilitate collaborative 
research between industry and univer¬ 
sity and promote the transfer of techno¬ 


logy from the university to the 
marketplace. 

BIDC includes an office for the Inter¬ 
national Association of Students in Eco¬ 
nomics and Commerce and space for the 
Software Industry Development Asso¬ 
ciation (SIDA), B.C. Research and the 
National Research Council. 

At the opening. President Dr. Howard 
Fetch pointed out that the administra¬ 
tive offices of UVic’s Co-operative Edu¬ 
cation Program and the campus office of 
Canada Manpower will be located in an 
addition to be built to the Campus Ser¬ 
vices Building. 

“This is truly a co-operative venture,” 
said Fetch. “All of these units relate to 
business, industry, entrepeneurship and 
jobs. They will be in close proximity so 
that they can be mutually supportive.” 

Fraser said he was “very impressed” 
by what UVic has accomplished. “This 
office will help people who have a good 
idea to develop it so that it can turn into 
a paycheque downtown,” he said. 

McClelland said entrepreneurial 
skills are needed more than ever in 
today’s changing world. “We need not 
fear change. We can’t stop it. We have to 
develop the skills to deal with it and this 
centre should be a valuable asset in hel¬ 
ping to develop those skills.” 
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McLaughlin: from visual arts to prizewinning compositions. 


She^s got an eye for music 


Jennifer McLaughlin is a rarity among 
music students in that she had virtually 
no musical training before entering 
university. 

McLaughlin, a graduate student in 
UVic's School of Music, is in Toronto 
this week to hear a performance of her 
prize-winning composition, “Quintet for 
Brass’", at the annual conference of the 
American Society of University Compo¬ 
sers (ASUC). 

She won first prize in the 1986 ASUC- 
/SESAC Student Composition Contest. 
The contest was open to all student com¬ 
posers in North America under the age 
of 29. 

McLaughlin, a native of New York 
City who grew up in Santa Fe, attended 
the University of Oregon, University of 
New Mexico and Southwest Texas Col¬ 
lege before beginning music courses and 
studying clarinet at the College of Santa 
Fe in 1978-79. 

Before developing an interest in music 
and composition in particular, 
McLaughlin was interested in visual 
arts and operated a stained glass 
business. 

The fact that she came to music at a 
relatively late age is beneficial in some 
ways, says her graduate supervisor 
Prof. Rudolf Komorous. “She is able to 
draw firom a broad knowledge and this 


helps,” says Komorous. “Coming from 
visual arts, she is more aware of the 
design aspects of composition than if 
she had just been studying musical 
notes from the age of three.” 

Komorous says the prize won by 
McLaughlin is a prestigious one and 
“we can assume that this piece will be 
played a lot at campuses across North 
America. We are also hoping that the 
piece will be published in Toronto.” 

McLaughlin came to UVic in 1980 
after hearing about the School of Music 
from her clarinet teacher at Sante Fe. 
“From what Fve heard from other peo¬ 
ple, UVic has one of the best music 
departments,” said McLaughlin. “We’re 
very lucky in the composition program. 
In many places, students don’t get their 
pieces played.” 

McLaughlin is a few weeks from com¬ 
pletion of her Master of Music require¬ 
ments. Her graduating composition, a 
piece for six vocal soloists and a cham¬ 
ber orchestra, is based on the novel. The 
WaveSy by Virginia Wolf. This composi¬ 
tion will be presented in a recital at the 
School of Music April 2. 

After graduation, McLaughlin has a 
commission to create a composition for 
the Santa Fe Community Orchestra. 
That composition is scheduled to be per¬ 
formed in November, with McLaughlin 
conducting. 


Conferences to draw 15,000 


Information Technology and Commu¬ 
nity Health is the focus of discussion at a 
three-day colloquium at UVic March 19 
to 21. 

By bringing together community 
health managers and physicians, and 
consultants from related areas such as, 
occupational health and epidemiology, 
colloquium organizers intend to promote 
communications among health profes¬ 
sionals and to identify the present and 
future use and direction of information 
technology in community health. 

Approximately 100 health professio¬ 
nals and faculty members from across 
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Canada and as far as the World Health 
Organization in Geneva, Switzerland, 
will be at UVic to discuss how to utilize 
automated local and nation-wide infor¬ 
mation systems. 

The colloquium is being sponsored by 
the UVic Health Science Information 
program, and the Department of Com¬ 
munity Health Services of the Capital 
Regional District. 

Information Technology and Commu¬ 
nity Health is one of a number of confe¬ 
rences managed by UVic Conference 
Services to be held at UVic or in down¬ 
town Victoria this year. Approximately 
15,460 people are expected to attend 
these events. 

Upcoming conferences include 
Islands *86: Conference of the Islands of 
the World, to be held from May 8 through 
10, sponsored by the UVic Centre for 
Pacific and Oriental Studies, and the 
Islands ’86 Society. 

Other conferences organized by UVic 
Conference Services through March, 
April and May include: Child Sexual 
Abuse Symposium — Allegations 
against Professionals; Child and 
Family Research; National Conference 
on Management in the Public Sector; 
Making Tomorrow; Impact *86: Micro¬ 
computers in Education; and Quilt 
Canada. 
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Fraser listens 

UVic President Dr. Howard Petch is 
encouraged by the “openness” shown by 
Post-Secondary Education Minister 
Russell Fraser during the first official 
meeting of the new minister with the 
three B.C. university presidents. 

Fraser met recently with the three pre¬ 
sidents to discuss provision of on-going 
funding for a number of specific projects 
which had been financed originally 
through specific allocations. 

“The minister seemed quite open and 
willing to listen to our concerns about 
the problems associated with university 
funding,” said Petch. 

Fraser described the meeting as “very 
positive”. “The presidents outlined their 
priorities and we had a detailed discus¬ 
sion of the kind of funding requirements 
for their expanded engineering pro¬ 
grams and faculty renewal which are 
already underway.” 

Since his appointment as minister in 
February Fraser has been busy visiting 
university campuses, talking to stu¬ 
dents and administrators. 

He attended the opening of the 
Business and Industry Development 
Centre on campus Feb. 27 (see story, this 
issue) and on March 5, was in atten¬ 
dance at the distinguished lecture given 
by Stephen Lewis, Canada’s Ambassa¬ 
dor to the United Nations.

March 21 to 23 in the School of Music at

The S 3 miposium is part of the North¬ 
west Beethoven Festival which includes 
a series of 12 concerts and an exhibition 
of first editions of Beethoven’s orches¬ 
tral works. 

The symposium on Beethoven’s 
orchestral music includes free public lec¬ 
tures on the composer by Lansdowne 
visitors. 

Prof. Harry Goldschmidt of Berlin, the 
author of several books on Beethoven, 
will give a Lansdowne lecture titled 
“Another Paradigm for Analysis” at 11 
a.m. March 21. 

Prof. Lewis Lockwood, chairman of 
the music department at Harvard Uni¬ 
versity, will speak on “The Compositio¬ 
nal Genesis of the Finale of Beethoven’s 
‘Eroica’ Symphony” March 22 at 11:30 
a.m. Professor Maynard Solomon, 
author of the 1977 biography Beethoven, 
will speak on “Beethoven’s Ninth Sym¬ 
phony: The Search for Order” at 10:15 
a.m. March 23. 

The three Lansdowne lectures will be 
given in the Recital Hall of the School of 
Music. 

Symposium co-ordinator Dr. William 
Kinderman explains that the aim of the 
symposium is to bring critical and ana¬ 
lytical studies into closer relationship 
with investigations of Beethoven’s 
musical sketches and working methods. 

Among scholars presenting papers at 
the symposium is Sieghard Branden- 


berg, director of the Beethoven-Archive 
in Bonn. 

The first full recital in the festival will 
be given by pianist Eva Solar- 
Kinderman of UVic’s School of Music. 
The recital at 8 p.m. on March 10 
includes Beethoven’s Sonata in G major. 
Op. 31 No, 1. 

Dr. William Kinderman will give a 
lecture-recital March 13 at 8 p.m. on Bee¬ 
thoven’s Sonata in c, Op. 109. 

Other concerts are clustered around 
the time of the symposium. A concert of 
Lieder, folk-song settings and humorous 
canons will be given by the University of 
Victoria Chamber Singers March 21 at 
12:30 p.m. That same evening university 
performance faculty will present “Music 
of Beethoven”. 

Bernard Turgeon of the School of 
Music, will give a performance of a Bee¬ 
thoven song cycle at a concert at 12:30 
p.m. March 22 and that evening the 
acclaimed UVic duo of Paul Kling, violi¬ 
nist, and Robin Wood, pianist, will per¬ 
form three of Beethoven’s violin 
sonatas. 

Concluding the concert series are 
concerts March 24 and 29 at 8 p.m. in the 
University Centre Auditorium. The Uni¬ 
versity Wind Symphony, conducted by 
Jesse Read, performs “Wellington’s Vic¬ 
tory” March 24 and the University Little 
Orchestra, comprised of faculty and 
advanced students conducted by Timo¬ 
thy Vernon, will perform an all- 
Beethoven concert, March 29.

The 
award has been given by the Maclean Hunter 
Canadian Directory of Software to Integrated 
Systems, a Toronto software design company, 
for its manufacturing plant maintenance 
package “The Tool Kit”. Simes was editor of the 
package. She does not have a computer back¬ 
ground, which is one of the reasons she was 
hired by Integrated Systems, which wanted an 
editor without computer skills to make their 
technical documentation comprehensible to 
laymen users. Based on previous editing she 
has done for them. Integrated Systems hired 
Simes to edit “The Tool Kit” in spite of the 
distance factor. She did the job, using the mall 
and long distance when necessary, reworking 
the technical documentation “until It was so 
clear to me that I thought I could teach myself 
to do It.” The package, designed for an IBM PC, 
regulates plant maintenance, predicts break¬ 
downs and determines the lowest feasible 
Inventory for parts. So far as Simes knows. 
Integrated Systems Is the only Canadian soft¬ 
ware design company which uses an experien¬ 
ced editor without a computer background to 
make their technical documentation more 
accessible to others such as herself. 


Prof. Lloyd Ollila (Education) has been asked 
by the International Reading Association to 
chair the committee on the “Outstanding Dis¬ 
sertation of the Year Award”. The committee 
will select the top doctoral reading dissertation 
of the year from among 10 finalists. The Inter¬ 
national Reading Association, with a members¬ 
hip of 65,000, is one of the largest education 
associations In the world.

A memorial service was held 
March 5 in the Interfaith Chapel 
at UVic for Dr. Henry Timko, of 
the Department of Psychological 
Foundations in the Faculty of 
Education, who died at his home 
in Victoria, Feb. 27. He was 51 
years of age. 

Dr. Timko had been a faculty 
member at UVic for 19 years at 
the time of his death. His primary 
research area was in visual per¬ 
ception at the beginning reading 
level. 

Dr. William Cross, a long-time 
colleague in the Faculty of Edu¬ 
cation, described Dr. Timko as an 
excellent teacher. “Henry was a 
consumate teacher in that he had 
a natural ability to blend a firm 
and demanding rigor with a 
warm, respectful personal style/* 
recalled Cross. “It was a pleasure 
to watch him teach and observe 
the fine response he gained from 
students. He was frequently 
sought out by graduate students 
to act on their committees.” 

Born in Reading, Pennsylva¬ 
nia, Dr. Timko received his B.S. 


in Education at Kutztown State 
College and his M.A. and Ed.D. 
in educational psychology at the 
University of Illinois. 

He served in the U.S. Armed 
Forces and taught schools in his 
native Pennsylvania before joi¬ 
ning the faculty at UVic in 1967. 

Dr. Timko was a member of the 
American Educational Research 
Association and of the Interna¬ 
tional Reading Association. 
During his tenure at UVic he ser¬ 
ved on the Senate and numerous 
committees. He also served on the 
Professional Advisory Commit¬ 
tee of the Educational Research 
Institute of British Columbia for 
eight years. He was an ardent 
and active conservationist. 

He is survived by a sister, Gene¬ 
vieve Riley and an uncle, Stan 
Laskowski.
